UST Be RAISED 


Slaims of Powers Against Cas- 
tio Amount to $14,000,000 


Italian, British and German Ambas- 
sadors Urge Their Governments 
To Accept. Bowen’s Last 
Proposition and Lift 
Blockade at Once. 


January 28.—The British 
ambassadors and Count 
German charge d’affairs, 
called on Mr. Bowen, Venezuela's. rep- 
resentative in negotiations looking 
to a raising of the blockade and the set- 
tlement of the claims against Venezuela, 
about 10:30 o'clock. The conference was 
by appointment, and at the request of 
the representatives of the allies. It is 
believed that .he purpose was to present 
the claims of the allies to preferential 
treatment in payments over those na- 
tions which exerted physical 
pressure On but it was im- 
possible to get any direct information on 
this point. 

The conference broke up at 12:50 o'clock,

ceeded at their homes. It was 
made known that no agreement had yet 
been reached for the raising of the block- 
ade, and that further word must be await- 
ed from before this state of the 
negotiations is passed. Mr. Bowen made 
the following statement: 

“We have been discussing tonight cer- 
tain points which needed to be clearly 
understood. They have been referred to 
us for consideration and our views are 
now to be communicated at once to Rome, 
London and Berlin.”’ 

The further statement was made after 
the conference that there was absolutely 
no foundation for charges that Germany 
was delaying the signing of the prelimi- 
nary protocol. The representations con- 
sidered tonight emanated from the Lon- 
don foreign office. 


Fourteen Millions Asked. 

Washington, January 28.—The Italian 
and British ambassadors and the German 
charge d'affaires at a joint conference 
today agreed to cable their governments 
urging a prompt acceptance of Mr. Bow- 
en's last proposition, to enable the lift- 
ing of the Venezuelan blockade at once. 
In this caNiegram, waich was sent at 
noon, it was suggested that consideration 
of the details of the proposition be post- 
poned until after the signing of the pre+ 
liminary protocol. 

Signor Mayor des Planches, the Italian 
ambassador, as the ranking representa- 
tive of the allies, called on Mr. Bowen 
this afternoon and informed him of Cte 
dispatch of the joint cablegram to the 
powers and expressed the hope that it 
would expediate the arrival of the final 
answer, 

Partial confirmation has been obtained 
here of cable dispatches that Belgium is 
to take a prominent part in the adminis- 
tration of the customs receipts. Mr. 
Bowen declines to discuss the details of 
bis plan, however, until the blockade 
has been raised. Late this afternoon ne 
gave out a brief statement of the diplo- 
matic debt of Venezuela and the metaods 
for its future adjustment. In round num- 
bers this debt amounted on December 43l, 
191, to something over $14,000,000, and 
consisted of claims which had been pre- 
Viously adjusted. Mr. Bowen's plan pro- 
Vides that 13 per cent of the customs Tre- 
ceipts of all the Venezuelan ports shall 
go toward the payment of tais debt. 
From the highest authority it was 
learned tonight that the publication by 
the London foreign office of the fact 
that Great Britain and not Ciermany 
sought tne alliance against Venezuela, 
was brought about by representations 
from the German foreign office. It is 
Raid taaat Germany had threatened to 
publish the diplomatic exchanges between 
the German and British foretgn offices 
unless Great Britain immediatcly shoul- 
dered tae responsibility for the alliance. 
This threat was induced by the antl- 
German feeling aroused in the United 
States by events in Venezuelan waters. 


Alliance Soxught by Britain. 

London, January 28.—Tomorrew’s issue 
of The Empire Review, of which C. Kin- 
lock Cooke, a well-known writer on for- 
eign and colonial affairs, is editor, will 
Publish striking articles on Anglo-Ger- 
Man relations, from important and 
thorougaly reliable sources in- Berlin and 
London, which are sure to attract consid- 
erable attention. 

The articles are designed to promote 
a better state of feeling in England and 
Germany. During the course of a re- 
Capitulation of their relations during a 
long period the writer says: 

“The public should be made aware of the 
fact that it was our cabinet which asked 
the German government to cooperate with 
this country in fhe coercion of Venezue- 
la. That decision was not, however, taken 
at Sandringham. Indeed, I think I am 
correct In saying the subject of Venezue- 
la was not mentioned by Emperor Wil- 
Nam during his visit to the king. Any- 
how. it is in every sense a perversion of 
things to assert that the alliance was 
due to the cajolery of either the emperor 
Or his chancellor. Germany did not force 
her alliance upon us, nor did she dupe 
US into a conclusion of the alliance. More- 
Over, at the contention that Germany 
Would have been prevented by force of 
Public Opinion in the United States from 
lone coercing Venezuela and that but

Serious Opposition May Come 
ut of Factions Within 
Council, 


HINGES ON REELECTION 
UF TWO COMMISSIONERS 


Ordinance Making Report of Com- 
mittee Operative at Once Would 
Have the Effect It Is Said 
of Putting the English 
Faction in Control. 


Opposition of so serious a character as 
to cause considerable comment has arisen 
to the report of the special police invés- 
tigating committee and if it does not pre- 
cipitate a lively fight during the next 
Session of council over the adoption of 
the report it will at least cause much 
work to be done by the -politicians be- 
tween now and next Monday. 

The fight is already on. 

It began yesterday morning 
after interested lt read The Con- 
Stitution and saw the suggestion that 
members of council who voted for the 
report of the special investigating com- 
mittee would also doubtless vote against 
the reelection of both Commissioner 
George E. Johnson and Commissioner 
Amos Fox. 

To aggravate the situation still more, 
Councilman James E. Warren has an- 
nounced that he will on next Monday in- 
troduce an ordinance providing that the 
provisions of the report go into effect 
immediately, and City Attorney Mayson 
has ruled that counci] can make any laws 
it desires for the regulation of terms 
of offices on the board of police com- 
missioners. 

The Factions in Couscil. 

It is by all odds one of the most inter- 
esting situations that has ever been pre- 
sented in local political affairs and it jis 
being watched with much concern. 

The whole situation is caused by the 
Brotherton and English factions in coun- 
cil and the desire of both to attain the 
desired ends. 

When the report of the special investt- 
gating committee was’ published the 
Brotherton forces were delighted. They 
saw in the report the enactment of a 
specia! law next June, three months after 
the election of members of the board of 
police commissioners this year. They 
retained their chance of reelecting Com- 
missioner George E. Johnson, who is an 
avowed Brotherton faction man, and Dr. 
Amos Fox, who is said to at present side 
with the Brotherton faction, and looking 
into the future they realized that next 
year Commissioner W. O. Jones, of the 
tK{nglish faction, would not be eligible for 
reelection. 

Thus it was that the Brotherton men 
were well pleased, because the report 
would result in a law that would operate 
first against the English faction and 
would probably give the Brotherton fac- 
tion the balance of power in the police 
department for a year. They openly an- 
nounced that they agreed to the report. 

The English men, however, saw a 
chance for taking an unassailable posi- 
tion, which was that if the proposed new 
law is good for next year it is good for 
this year, and if an eradication of pres- 
ent police board methods is to be com- 
menced, the -souner it is begun the bet- 
ter, 

During yesterday morning those who

Lumber Yard To Regain His 
Hgalth, but Failing, Became 
Despondent—In Manila 
Bay Incident. 


| Knoxville, Tenn., January 28.—Lieu- 


tenant Ludwig Barth, aged 3 years, @ 
former officer of the German navy, who 
swas attached to the gunboat Irene at the 
Manila bay incident, which nearly re- 
sulted in a rupture between the German 
empire and the United States, commit- 
ted suicide here tonight in the Annex 


 notel. 


Barth has been employed as a lumber 
inspector with local concérns. for about 
one year. He came to the United States 
directly after the primary settlement of 
the trouble bétween the Chinese empire 
and the powers, during which he was 
still attached to the German  Mfnavy, 
seeking to regain his health. 

Becoming despondent that his health 
did not improve, he has repeatedly threat- 
ened during the last three months to 
take his life, but has been dissuaded by 
friends.

Court Orders Sheriff To Take Posses- 
sion of Property. 


Knoxville, Tenn., January 28.—(Special.) 
The Louisville and Nashville has at last 
encountered difficulty. in securing its en- 
trance into Knoxville.

The railroad offered to 
execute a bond of $8,000 and remove the 
Badgett houses, but Badgett refused the 
proposition. 

Since the railroad has won its condemna- 
tion proceedings it is now considered a 
certainty that it will get possession of 
this property, which is essential to the 
consummation of its terminal plans.

SYCAMORE TREE 


Daughters of Late General 
Benning Plead for Tree 
Father Planted. 


Columbus, Ga,., January 28.—(Special.)— 
A large sycamore tree which has stood 
for many years on upper Broad street, 
in front of the home of the late General 
lienry L. Benning (“Old Rock’), now 
occupied by his daughters, has gotten into 
the courts in rather peculiar manner. 

The city has been doing some street 
improvement work on that block of Broad 
ystreet. The Misses Benning claimed that

Young Couple bane To Be

Savannah, Ga., January 28.—(Spectial.)

Anniston, Ala., January 28.—(Special.j— 
At 7 o’clock this morning a boiler in the 
foundry department of the Southern Car 
and Foundry Company exploded, killing 
six men and injuring about twenty-five.

Soon after the concussion the large ma- 
chine shops and foundries were converted 
into hospitals, where the doctros dressed 
the wounds of ‘he suffering men, 

Cause of ‘he Explosion. 

The explosion was caused by a leak in 
the boiler whicn’ was being repaired by 
Birch, Foote and their helpers when the 
boiler blew ap. Birch was on top of the 
boiler and was blown through the roof 
to a pile of pig iron 60 feet away. Foote’s 
head was crushed against a brick wall 
and a hole made through which his brains 
oozed out. Hardy, with twenty-five other 
white men, were werking in a car room 
close to the boiler. The room was com- 
pletely wrecked and all In the room re- 
ceived more or less injuries. 

Besides the room in which the boiler 
was located, the car room and one end 
of the car wheel foundry was wrecked. 
One piece of the boiler, weighing about 
500 pounds, was thrown nearly two biocks 
away. 

The boiler was Installed in the plant 
Sunday and was pronounced all! right by 
Lee Whitaker, chief engineer, who came 
here only recently from Pittsburg to ac- 
cept the position. 

There was sOme talk among the ma- 
chinist with whom Birch was intimate, 
showing: feeling against Whitaker, whom 
they blame for putting the men to work 
On a boiler in the condition of the one that 
exploded. 

The explosion was felt in all parts of 
the city, and several glasses in buildings 
near by were broken by the shock and 
the flying debris, 

The dead were put in change of the un- 
dertakers in the city and prepared for 
burial. 

A large force of men are working on 
the debris tonight: looking for bodies of 
the missing. Two negroes are still unac- 
counted for.

Loss of Life at Graceland 
Wreck Is Appalling, 


Officials of the Jersey Central De- 
clare That Engineer Davis Ran 
Past the Danger Signal, 
but He Moans, “I Saw 
Nothing.”’ 


New York, January 28.~—The total loss 
Of life by last night’s fearful collision 
on thfe Central Railroad of New Jersey, 
at Caceland, N. J., is up to tonight 
twenty. In addition to these, Engineer 
Davis and Fireman McCarthy, of tha 
Philadelphia and Reading express, who 
are in the hospital at Plainfield, may die 
at any moment, and it is believed that 
Several of the injured passengers can- 
not recover. 

The number of those known to be in 
jured is upward of fifty, of whom thir- 
teen remain in the hospital. 

The blame for the disaster 1s placal 
by the railroad officials on Engineer Da- 
vis, who, acording to a policeman who 
took him from the shattered cab of his 
engine, admitted that he had seen the 
red and green danger lights displayed, 
but expecting to see them suddenly 
change to white, rushe on until it was 
too late to check the Speed before he 
plunged into the rear of the train ahead. 

No statement has been obtained from 
Davis In the hospital, but in intervals 
of semi-consciousness and delirium ia 
moans, “I saw nothing.’ 

According to the Statement of the sta- 
tion agent at Cranford, an attempt was 
made to hold the express at that point 
by telegraph, but almost at the instart 
the message was reeived the train thun- 
dered by at upward of 60 miles an hour, 
and the crash followed two miles forther. 


Returning from Business. 

Most of the passengers on the local ex- 
press, On which all of those killed were 
riding, were we!l-to-do residents of Plain- 
field, N. J., and neighboring towns, who 
were returning to their homes from their 
places of business in New York. Of the 
identified dead, fifteen lived in Plainfield. 
and in the long list of injured Plainfield 
is given as the home of a majority. 
Nearly block in the town seemed 
to have one or more of wounded in It to- 
day, But the city’s facilities for caring for 
its stricken people were ample. 

The Jersey Central tracks had been 
cleared before daylight, and the only 
signs ieft today are three black patches 
on the snow, where the wreckage burned. 

The total number of deaths so far is now 
fixed at twenty. uBt one body remains 
to be identified.

Blames the Engineer. 

W. G. Besler, vice president and general 
manager of the Central railroad of New 
Jersey, who was at the scene of the acci- 
dent forty minutes after it occurred, and 
has since made an investigation, gave out 
a statement today, in which he said that 
the accident was due to the “element of 
human fallibility,”” in railroad operation 

“The company,’ he said, “has pur- 
chased and installed what is Known as 
tae electro-pneumatic automatic system 
of block signaling, the signals working 
before, during and after accidents. At 
Graceland. where the wreck Occurred, the 
track is straight for 8 miles. Last night 
that the engineer could see 
miles, or through three 
In approacaing a block 
the engineer first faces, under our sys- 
tem, a warning, or green signal, if the 
block is occupied. This warning signal 
is three quarters of a mile from the 
main signal, which shows red when the 
block is occupied. The train, whica was 
run into, was half a mile or more from 
the main signal, and about a mile and a 
half from the first or warning signal, and 
the local had red lights in plain view on 
the rear platform of the rear car. 

“The signals were working all 
before and after the accident, as we 
found on investigation. It seems, then, 
that, along came the Philadelphia ex- 
press, and flying past all the ,warnings, 
was driven by its engineer into the local 
train with such force as to telescope 
three of its coacnes. The only explana- 
tion Davis, the engineer of the express, 
gave was that he did not see dny red 
lights. But he was in such a critical con- 
dition that he barely knew what he was 
saying.”’

1S STILL BLANK! HAS BEEN MADE 
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Representatives of the Print- 
ing Trades Have Reached 
Agreement. 


Indianapolis, Ind., January 28.—At the 
closing session of the national conference 
of representatives of the printing trades 
of the United States today the final de- 
tails of the national compact which has 
been entered into were arranged. A 
joint board of appeals will be organized,

are leaving the west and taking up 
land in the bleak Dominion. 

By way of special inducement, tho 
Dominion government offers the North 
Atlantic Trading Company, which 
brings the bulk of the immigrants 
over from Europe, a bonus of $5 for 
every man, woman and child of the 
agricultural class, and every girl over 
18 of the domestic servant class, 
whom it transports from any of the 
countries of EBurope, aside from the 
extreme southern and southeastern 
sections. Scandinavians, Germans, 
Dutch and Belgians are particularly 
solicited. The transportation company 
must spend $15,000 in advertising 
Canada in these countries in order to 
avail itself of these per capita bo- 
nuses, 

More than 10,000,000 acres of north- 
western prairie were disposed of by 
the land department of the Canadian 
government and the railroad compa 
nies during the past year, to bona 
fide home-seekers—double the sales of 
the previous year. A very large por 
tion of this land has been settled on 
by Americans who have. transferred 
their citizenship allegiance to Canada. 
Itis excellent wheat land, and the sea- 
sons are ra@asonably sure. It is said 
the value of land in lower Manitoba 
has doubled with the last year or two, 
but to the north unlimited areas of 
good wheat land remain untaken. The 
climate, it being so far north, is vig- 
orous in winter.

A National Evil. 

The Savannah News refers to the fact 
that Iynchings in all parts of the cvuun- 
try br-e heen less frequent in the past 
ten years, and that, while the majority 
continue to be confined to the south, for 
obvious reasons, there have been fewer 
instances of mob law reported from this 
section of the country. The News attrib- 
utes this result to the public sentiment 
aroused by the newspapers, and says: 

“There were fewer of such crimes of 
violence last year than for twenty years. 
In 1902, according to the data of The Chi- 
cago Tribune, which makes a specialty of 
Such occurrences. there were niney-six 
lynchings in the United States jJast year. 
u decrease of *) as compared with the 
vear before, and of 139 as compared with 
ten years ago. There have been fluctua- 
tions during the periol of the I rst ten 
years, but the tendency has steadily been 
toward a decrease. It must be borne in 
mind also that ten, fifteen and twenty 
years ago the news fleld was not covered 
as completely as it is today. During the 
five vears after 1835 the Iynchings in this 
country averaged i52 a year. From 1895 
to 1997, inclusive. the average was 1°}. 
From 1892, however, with few exceptions, 
there was a steady decline in the number, 
until the average for. the past five years 
has been 112. Last vear, for the first 
time since a recori has been kept, thre 
number was less than one hundred. It is 
a horeful sign, ard shows what con- 
tinued agitation in favor of the orderly 
plocess of law will do. ‘There is stiil 
much to be accomplished in the way of 
stamping. out the spirit of mob law under 
severe provocation, but since the lynch- 
ings have been reduced two-thirds in ten 
vears the friends of law and order have 
just reason for congratulations.” 


To Advertise Georgia. 

The Augusta Chronicle calls the atten- 
tion of the chamber of commerce, of 
that city, to the movement started in At- 
lanta to raise a fund to advertise Geor- 
via. The fcllowine excerpt is taken from 
The Chronicle's editorial: 

“A very commendable movement is un- 
der way in Atlanta. It is the 
raising of a fund with which 
to advertise teorgia and her at- 
tractions to settlers and Investors. It 
is proposed to publish a book on Georgi. 
and her resources and distribute them 
in those sections from which immigrants 
to Georgia may be drawn. It was at first 
proposed that $10,000 should be raised for 
the purpose and that Atlanta should con- 
tribuie $5.00 of the amount, but at the 
first meeting In Atlanta the $5,000 was so 
quickly in sight that it was decided to in- 
crease Atlanta’s portion to $10,000. 

“The spirit with which Atlanta's busi- 
ness men have gone into this enterprise 
should inspire other communities in the 
state, and this movement for Georgia 
should be pushed to speedy and success- 
ful fruition.’’

Derived $300 from an Acre of Cane. 

The Tattnall Journal in a recent issue 
presented an interview with J. B. Wilkes, 
Jr.. of Lyons, Ga., in which he declared 
that one acre planted in sugar cane 
yielded him $300.

Row in Moseley American Commission--King Fires 


Servants for Telling Secrets--Lively News’ 
from London. 


Special Correspondence. 

London, January 17.—Captain Shawe- 
Taylor, the member of parliament whose 
suggested solution of the whole Irish 
land problem seems to have appealed un- 
expectedly to tenant and landlord alike, 
is‘ going to America next week to con- 
sult with leading Irisa-Americans as to 
the best means of putting the settlement 
on a practical basis. The captain is not 
going on his own initiative, but as the 
spokesman of the two elements thas com- 
posed the recent conference of Irish land- 
lords and the representatives of the ten- 
ant farmers. Bota sides have implicit 
confidence in his judgment and honesty, 
and he will explain, at public meetings 
throughout the United States, the condi- 
tions that would be agreeable to the 
landlords for the abolition of dual owner- 
ship. He has the support and encourage- 
ment of the whole of the Irish parlia- 
mentary party and the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy. He will stay in New York for 
a week or ten days then proceed to Bos- 
ton, Pittsburg and Philadelpaia, and go 
west to Chicago and St. Louis. He will 
seek an interview with the president and 
invite his opinions on the conditions of 
the Irish in America. He will also have 
interviews with a number of men whe 
are already interesting themselves in tne 
industrial development of Ireland. 

Incidentally, Captain Shawe-Taylor, 
who is a Galway man, will try to im- 
press on Pierpont Morgan the mutual ad- 
vantages that would be gained by mak- 
ing Galway a port for the Atlantic ship- 
ping trade. The captain has already suc- 
ceeded in causing the Irish agricultural 
department to interest itself in a scheme 
for improving tae Galway piers and 
docks, so that ships of the highest ton- 
nage can be accommodated there. 

The captain is a rich landowner and 
eattle dealer. He has always been close- 
ly identified with the landlord class, but 
after years of close study he aas come 
to the conclusion that the prosperity of 
Ireland depends upon the settlement of 
the land question. During his visit in 
the Inited States he will have the as- 
sistance of John Cuneen, of Buffalo, and 
otaer Americans, who take an active in- 
terest in the Irish movement. 

If Captain Shawe-Taylor comes back 
with a definite idea that the Irish In 
America—who have contributed the funds 
that have kept the fight going—are 
agreeable to a settlement on the basis 
put forward at: the conference, it really 
seems likely that the end of the ever- 
lasting land trouble has been reacaed. 
The scheme is to enable the tenants to 
buy out the landlords at a price to be 
fixed by the state, John Bull paying the 
difference between the least that the 
landlords can reasonably be made to take 
and the most that the poor tenants 
could manage to give. Michael Davitt 
estimates the discrepancy at $200,000,000: 
but the ardent Michael is considered an 
extremest and The O‘Conor Don—who 
gets his queer name by virtue of direct 
descent from the Irisa kings—figures it 
out that if transactions amounting to a 
total of a half a billion dollars took 
place, the loss to thé taxpayers would 
not amount to rather less than a Dillion 
dollars a year for ninty-seven years. It 
is argued that the taxpayers wouldn't 
mind a little thing like this at a time 
when war taxes are being reduced. Taey 
igs only be reduced a little less: that 
s all. 


Lanlords and tenants are both rather 
astonished to see how well they agree on 
this scheme, which, if it should really 
solve the Irish problem, would do away 
With the greater part of the whole Irish 
question, and do Away with the necessity 
for periodical passings of the hat damonz 
Irish-Americans. One well-informed 
Irishman even went so far as to pre- 
dict to me yesterday that it would event- 
ually wipe out the nationalist party in 
parHament. 

Alfred Moseley, the rich diamond mer- 
chant, who recently took a delegation of 
English workmen over to the United 
States, at his own expense, to show 
them how the American workman 
worked, came back greatly impressed 
with the idea of establishing in Eng- 
land an organization equivalent to the 
National Civic Federation of America, 
and a meeting has already been held to 
put the scheme into practical form. It 
appears that a committee meeting con- 
sisting of some members of the commis- 
sion was held In New York to discuss the 
idea. A resolution was prepared and

Donald, secretary of the London tradeg 
council, is now specially marked out for 
the wrath of Mr. Moseley, who Says ing 
private letter to MacDonald, “If I am to 
be any longer associated with this move. ~ 
ment you will not be invited to any 
meeting in future.” Mr. Moseley seems. 
to have made a bad impression on the 
majority of the commission. “He hag 
the impudence,” said one of them to the 
writer last night, “‘of inviting ug to 309 
the kitchen of the Waldorf-Astoria Doves 
where his food was cooked, while he put’ 
us up at fourth rate establishments and 
wanted us in addition to sleep tWo in a. 
bed.”’

tors, and Mr. Darrow. Chairman Gray 
said the commission would consider the 
matter of calling the presidents for the 
stated purpose and if the issue is re- 
garnied as being before the body they will 
be called, otherwise the presidents wiil 
not be asked to testify. 

Counsel for the miners also announced 
that he had received numerous letters 
from large operators and governors of 
states in the bituminous region, and de- 
sired to have some representatives of that 
district appear before the commission to 
give information concerning trade agree- 
ments. If this could not be done, the 
miners’ union would like to have the let- 
ters read before the commission. The 
chairman said the subject is, at pres 
ent, being held under advisement by tha 
commission. 

“There has been testimony before this 
commission,” said Mr. Darrow, ‘‘that 
the miners have limited the coal produc- 
tion. We believe the restriction has been 
made by the operators. But so long as

for school purposes from the railroas3z 
passing through it. A short time ago The 
Constitution published an account of an 
effort on the part of this school district 
to collect taxes from the Central of 
Georgia. The Central refused to pay, 
and the school district authorities asked 
Comptroller General Wright to issue an 
execution for the amount. 


It was first thought that the Central 
Oppored the payment of the tax on the 
ground that it was a Couble tax, the road 
having paid taxes to the town of Byron 


as well as to the county and to the 
state. 


Comptroller General Wright. however 
teceived a letter yesterday from one af 
the Central's attorneys, in which he sta:- 
ed that the rcad would decline to pay the 
tax for the reason that it claims exemp- 
tion because of the fact that the South- 
western railircad, which is leased by the 
Central, is exempt. The Southwestern 
railroad, which is the branch of the Cen- 
tral that runs through the town of Byron, 
and also the school district, is exempt 
from taxes ‘under its charter, except 
one-half of 1 per cent on its net income. 
The claim was made just after the re- 
organization of the Central, that because 
of the exemption of the Southwestern, the 
rolling stock, operated over the Soutn 
western, was also exempt, although it be- 
longed to the Centrel. Comptrolier Gen. 
eral Wright held otherwise ahd the road 
came to his way of thinking and has 
since been paying taxes on this rolling 
Stock. 

The school district of Byron Is on'lv 
attempting to collect taxes on the propor- 
tion of the rolling stock which would be 
allotted to it for the distance the road 
runs through the district. Of course. it 
could not collect taxes on the Southwest- 
ern road itself, which is exempt, except 
as Stated, for the life of its charter. 

Now the claim is made again by the 
attorneys for the Centra] that the school 
district cannot legally collect taxes be- 
cause the rolling stock is operated over 2 
road which is exempt by law. The comp- 
troller general says this contention will 
not hold, 

The question raised is an interesting 
one, and though the amount involved is 
small, there is little doubt that it will 
go thrcugh the cousts on account of the 
precedent it will establish.

Roosevelt and party are speeding home- 
ward after what the president himself, 
regards as a most interesting trip. Sev- 
eral times he has expressed his pleasure 
at the reception accorded him in Canton,

The arrangements made at Canton to 
insure the safety of the president were 
as nearly perfect as could be devised, 
only one incident having occurred that 
seemed at all suspicious. That was an 
effort made by a strange man to force 
his way into the president's room at 
the Hotel McKinley just before the din- 
ner. He carried a bundle in his hand 
and declined to make Known his business 
further than that he desired to see the 
president.

On the president's trip he is accompa- 
nied by Charles Emory Smith and Major 
General S. B. M. Young. All on the 
train slept late this morning, and it 
was nearly 10 o’clock before breakfast 
was served in the president's car.

MACON HOT SANDS 
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Atlantans Receive a Warm Wel- 
come to Central City 


Led by Fifth Regiment Bani and 
Macon Brethren, Visitcrs Pa- 
rade Principal Streets—En- 
tertainment at Chero- 
kee Club. 


Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., January 28.—(Special.)— 
The Mystic Shriners of Macon grace- 
fully capitulated to the desert travelers 
from the Atlanta oasis this afternoon at 
4:15 o’clock at the Southern passenger 
station, and with the surrender turned 
over to the captors a full dozen captives. 

Within fifteen minutes after the sur- 
render the Atlantans had chained the 
prisoners, paroled the Maconians, and 
were formmg a line of march which, as 
it passed the streets, was pronounced 
the finest, grandest and most brilliant 
procession seen in Macon.

preside at the coming race meet of 

the New Memphis Jockey Club have 
been selected and preparations for the 
opening of the season are now being 
rushed. Secretary M. N. Macfarlan has 
been made presiding judge. He will have 
two assistants in the stand, while Hugh 
Keough, a newspaper man, will be pa- 
trol judge. Mr. Macfarlan succeeds Cap- 
tain Rees, one of the best known figures 
on the turf of America, who has pre- 
sided at many race meets all over the 
country. 

In a letter from an officer of the club 
I am informed that several cars loaded 
With fine horses have arrived at Mont- 
gomery park since I was last there and 
that the stables now hold a total of more 
than three hundred good racing animals 
which are being wintered. The_ trainers 
are with them and are beginning to give 
them workouts with regularity. One of 
the strings newly arrived is. that of G. 
C. Bennett, including the horses which 
have been racing under~his colors at 
New Orleans. For some reason the big 
Owner and bookmaker failed to make 
any money or win any races at the Cres- 
cent City track, and desiring that his 2- 
year-olds have the attention of Henry 
McDaniel, his trainer, he closed his New 
Orleans business altogether and is now 
working all his string at Memphis, 


[ Memphis the officials who are to 


In this string is Aladdin, Abe Frank, 
Canyon and many others, ten of which 
are promising 2-year-olds he has decided 
to give complete race trials. Abe Frank 
is the sensational winner of last year's 
Tennessee derby and the favorite in the 
future betting of the books made on the 
great American derby. He went bad 
after the early spring last year and 
proved rather disappointing, though win« 
ning several thousand dollars. This year 
he will be trained long and continuously, 
beginning Immediately, and is counted 
On as an almost certain starter in the 
Montgomery handicap against McChes- 
ney, of the Durnell & Herz stable, and 
Gold Heels, of the E. J. Arnold & Ca. 
stable. McDaniel says he is confident he 
will be able to make a good showing 
with the horse when the time comes for 
his starting.

English Drunkards Blacklisted. 

Harper’s Weekly: It isn’t the man who 
sells rum who makes trouble, 
man who drinks it. Provided the rum- 
celler sells the right kind of rum. to tne 
neople, his business need 
not excite much complaint. It is with the 
man who drinks—drinks to his own detri- 
ment. and the public inconvenience—that 
the public has a bone to pick. Heretofore 
laws for the diminution of drunkenness 
have been concerned chiefly with the sell- 
ers of liquor. American liquor laws either 
prohibit or restrict rum-selling. Few of 
them aim at preventing or diminishing 
drunkenness by punishing the drunkard 
end depriving him of liquor. Few of them 
Giscriminate between qualified drinkers 
and drinkers who are not qualified. The 
new British licensing act which went 
into operation on January 1 aims to make 
just that discrimination. Drunkenness 
heretofore has been comparatively pleas- 
ant for the drunkard, and very disagree- 
able for sober people. This new licensing 
act is designed to make drunkenness dis- 
agreeable to the drunkard. Heretofore it 
has been the glad and lawful privilege of 
a British subject to get drunk at any time 
and anywhere. The police could not touch 
him unless he was also disorderly. The 
new act regards drunkenness as itself a 
form of disorder, and provides that any 
one found drunk in a public place may 
be arrested, prosecuted, and punished 
Three convictions within twelve months 
entitle the offender to be rated as ‘an 
habitual drunkard. The prescribed treat- 
ment is to send him to prison for a month, 
rhotograph him while there, and to send 
a.copy of his photograph to all the 
licensed liquor sellers in his district. with 
a notice not to give or sell. him any liquor 
for three years. That is called blacklist- 
ing the drunkard. If a publican is 
caught serving liqior to a blacklisted 
man, it may cost him £10 for the first 
offense and £20 for the next. That tends 
to make the rumsellers careful whom 
ta¢éy sell Mquor to. |
